Neither side seems to be making 
much progress in France, according to 
the official bulletins issued from Paris 
to-day.

Noyon com¬ 
mands an important crossing point on 
the Oise, and the Germans are holding 
ii in great force. North of Noyon thrir 
line runs along the heights east and 
west from the region, of Montdidlcr to 
Torgnier and from that point north of 
St. Quentin. The situation seems to be 
such that if the allies’ left wing does 
not outflank the German right it is in 
danger of being threatened Itself.

She got in touch with 
first one and another of the guard ves¬ 
sels. 

It was Just the same way with thei 

big passenger vessels and freighters 
and. while those on hoard do not know 
it because they do not see the warships, 
they are in touch with the British navy 
vessels all the way across the Atlantic. 

The British cruisers are patrolling 
the northern Atlantic. Further, south 
are the French cruisers Conde and Des¬ 
cartes and in the smith Atlantic are 
more British and French vessels. It 
is so all over the world. Every lane, 
as far as possible, is carefully guarded 
and in this way the food supplies for 
Britain and France are being safely 
carried to home ports. 

The British government has absolute 
control of the wireless telegraphy of 
Great Britain. No wireless apparatus 
can lie installed without a license from 
the postmaster-general. An net of 
Jarllament was passed - in 1904 and 


How Britain was to be fed dur¬ 
ing a long un^ bitterly contested war 
has always been a problem that has 
given the British much worry. When 
it is remembered that Great Britain is 
dependent on the world for its food 
supplies it can be understood what a 
war with a country having a powerful 
navy would mean, and, when the pres¬ 
ent war started, many wondered whe¬ 
ther or not the German navy would he 
able to cause havoc among the vessels 
of the British commercial fleet and so 
cause trouble at home.

Years ago the method of convoying 
was very different front the work of the 
present day. In former years fleets ..f 
cargo vessels have boon loaded in dif¬ 
ferent ports and when they have been 
Tr-tlrty to start for home a squadron of 
warships has been ready to sail with 
the licet of food-carriers and has 
gnatdr«i them across the ocean, some¬ 
times safely and sometimes they have 
been attacked by the enemy and some 
of tlie- food-carriers captured or .sunk. 

Now the guarding is done bv an in- 
visabie fleet and this is all through the 
use of the wireless. The most import¬ 
ant lane for vessels running from this 
country to Great Britain is across the 
north Atlantic and the navy of Britain 
has made the travel on that lane as 
safe as it is on Fjroadway through a 
very simple ami systematic method. 

There are nine British warships pa- 
troling this north Atlantic Inn#* and 
they are working in a method very sim¬ 
ilar to that of sentries at an army post. 
These nine warships tire the battleship 
Glory and the cruisers Cl odd Hope. 
Drake. Blake. Essex. Suffolk, Lancast¬ 
er, Bristol and Berwick. Each one of 
these vessels k hus a section to patrol, 
and between Halifax and the Irish 
coast each has about 300 miles to pro¬ 
tect. They are in touch one with the 
other all the time and the vessels of 
commerce that are crossing the ocean 
are in touch with these warships one 
after the other. The captains of the 
commercial vessels take instructions 
from tlie warships where they are to

The distance from Ne w York to Hali¬ 
fax is 570 nautical miles, or about 650 
statute miles. From New York to 
Queenstown it is 2,814 nautical miles 
and. as the track to Halifax is a very 
little out of the regular route, it Is 
about 2,000 miles from Halifax to the 
Irish coast. It is that part of the voy¬ 
age that is most carefully guarded. 

The steamships, particularly the pas¬ 
senger vessels, are supposed to follow 
regular lanes in time of peace. These 
lanes are arrange*! so that the chances 
of collision are minimized, but just 
now, if one could take, a look at the 
logs of the big ocean steamers, it would 
b« found that the lanes over which they; 
travel are very different from those 
gen* rally used. The changes are made 
by the patrol fleet. 

With nine warships to guard about 
'"3.030 miles, one vessel has about 300 
miles to cover. These warship** can 
carry coal for a limited length of time 
ami then must be recoaled and restock¬ 
ed with provisions.

A strongly-expressed recommenda¬ 
tion of the committee was that cen¬ 
tral organization should he formed, 
this to contain a representative from 
each of the relief funds or other or¬ 
ganizations In the city. Through such 
a body disbursements could be sanc¬ 
tioned and made in order to prevent 
overlapping.

BUILDING CHANGES ASKED 

Three Requests for Variation* of 
Building Bylaw Before 
Streets Committee. 

Three applications for suspension of 
clauaes of the building by-law were 
before the aldermen yeatdrday after¬ 
noon at the meeting of the streets 
committee «»f the city council. 

The council declined to issue a per¬ 
mit for a wooden shooting gallery on 
the Spencer site at the burnt urea, on 
the ground that the proposed structure 
would be of too flimsy a character for 
the spot and would not give adequate 
protection t«» the public from stray 
bullets. 

Another application was made by 
the Hudson’s Bay company for per¬ 
mission to erect a marquise in front 
of t ie big new building on Douglas 
street The plans submitted by the 
manager were changed from what 
they were when submitted to the 
council some weeks ago. Mr. Pratt 
Bahl that the amended plan provided 
for a projection of only ter. feet from 
the front of the building. The appli¬ 
cation will be reported upon by the 
building inspector, the fire chief and 
the city engineer at the meeting on 
Monday 

The mayor stated that Boring P.

ation PaSs Through on Way 
From Meeting 


Several members of the British Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
who have been attending the annual 
sessions in Australia arrived on the 
R. M. S. Makura last evening and pro¬ 
ceeded to Vancouver. 

While the most famous members of 
the convention this year. Sir Oliver 
Lodge, the great Physicist, retiring 
president; Professor William Bateson, 
the eminent authority on Mcndetian 
heredity, who is the new president; and 
Sir Edward A. Schafer, president <>f 
1912. had returned to the old Country 
by other routes, several 'of the dele¬ 
gates from the British Isles and three 
professors from the United St ites, de¬ 
cided to come by Canada 

Among those who arrived h're yes¬ 
terday were Sir Harry Rudolf Reiehel. 
principal of the University College of 
North W.ales; Professor Ball, .f Ox¬ 
ford University; Professor. Arthur Wil¬ 
liam Scott, professor of mathematics 
and science at St. David's College. 
Lampeter: and Professors Clowes. 
Brev is, Rensen. Bailey and the 

last three being the American profes¬ 
sors • referred t-> above 

In a chat with a Times man, Profes¬ 
sor Scott stated that the meeting in 
Australia, which had been divided be¬ 
tween the cities of Adelaide, Melbourne 
and Sydney, had b**.-n greatly interfered 
with by the outbreak «»f war The at¬ 
tendance had been about 300 anil the 
character of the papers had maintained 
• he high standard which the society 
had set during the 64 years >f its exist 
en«v. Tlie New Zealand meeting had 
be-'p abandoned on account • »f the war 
and the party had broken up m Sydney, 
some to visit Queensland and return by 
v'ay of Java to Europe, and others to 
continue to New Zealand as an inform¬ 
al party. 

The social engagements In connection 
with the gathering had suffered j>y the 
distraction of public attention to other 
matters, but the resources of the public 
authorities had been placed at the dis¬ 
posal of the delegates for the Austral¬ 
ian meeting in the most generous way. 

Professor Ball was met by James 
Forman, who took him for a short au¬ 
tomobile trip during the brief stay of 
the steamship in port 

In Professor Bateson's great address 
at Melbourne on Heredity, to which ttie 
visiting professors referred while here, 
the new president said of Darwinism 

"I suppose that everyone (a^Tamiliar 
in outline with the theory of the origin 
"f Species which Darwin promulgated. 
Through the last fifty years this theme 
of the Natural Selection of favored 
races has boon developed and expound¬ 
ed in writings innumerable. Favored 
races certainly can replace others. The 
argument Is sound, but we are doubt¬ 
ful of its value Foi us ihat d »bat< 
stands adjourned. We g„ to Darwin 
for his incomparable collection of facts. 
We would fain emulate his scholarship, 
hi*, width and his power of exposition, 
but to us he speaks no more with phil¬ 
osophic authority 

“The practical and experimental 
study of Variation and Heredity has 
not merely opened a new field; it has 
given a new point of view and new 
standards of criticism. The student of 
genetics knows that the time for the 
development of theory Is not Vet He 
would rather stick to the seedpan and 
the Incubator. 

In face of what we now know of the 
distribution of variability In nature; the 
siope claimed for natural selection in' 
determining the fixity of species must | 
be greatly reduced The doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest Is undent-! 
aide SO long as it is applied to the or- 1 
ganistn as a whole, hut to attempt by 
this principle to find value In all defin¬ 
iteness of parts and functions, and in 
tlie name of science to see fitness 
everywhere is mere eighteenth century 
optimism. Yet it was in application to 
the parts, to the details of specific dif¬ 
ference, to th*> spots on the peacock's 
tail, to the coloring of anyjrchid flower, 
and hosts of such examples, that the 
potency of natural selection was urged 
with the strongest emphasis. Shorn of 
these pretensions, the doctrine of the 
survival of favored races is a truism, 
helping scarcely at all to account for 
the diversity of species.” 

"If, then, we have to diupense. as 
seems likely, with any addition from 
without we must begin seriously to 
consider whether the course of evolu¬ 
tion can at all reasonably be repre¬ 
sented as an unpacking of an original

complex which contained within Itself 
the whole range of diversity which 
living things present But as we 
have got to recognise that there has 
been tin evolution, that sotneljow or 
other the forms of life have arisen 
from fewer forms, we may as well see 
whether we ure limited to the old 
view that evolutionary' progress is 
from the simple to tl.e complex, and 
whether after all it i « conceivable that 
the process was the other way about. 
When the facts of ‘genetic discovery 
become familiarly known to biologists, 
and cease to be the preoccupation of 
a f**w, many and long discussion* must 
inevitably arise on the question At 
first It may seem rank absurdity to 
suppose that the primordial form or 
forms of protoplasm could have con¬ 
tained complexity enough to produce 
the divers types of life. But It is 
cash r to Imagine that these powers 
could have been conveyed by extrinsic 
additions?" 

In conclusion Professor Bateson 
said: 

"I have devoted most of this address 
to the evolutionary aspects of genet.c 
research. We cannot keep these 
things out of our heads, though some¬ 
times we wish we could The out¬ 
come as you will have seen. Is nega¬ 
tive. destroying much that till lately 
passed for gospel Destruction may be 
useful, but It Is a low kind of work. 
We are Juflt about where Boyle was 
In the seventeenth century. We can 
dispose of alchemy, but we cannot 
make more than a quasi-chemistry. 
We are awaiting our Priestley and our 
Mrndcleff." 


WOULD REGULATE TRADE 

Representatives of Bartenders’ Union 
Makes Requests but Civic Com¬ 
mittee Finds It Lacks Power. 

The representatives of the barten¬ 
ders’ union who watted on the health 
and morals committee of the city 
council yesterday afternoon to dis¬ 
cuss the liquor license by-law made 
requests for provisions in the by-law 
which the city solicitor stated were 
outside of the power of the city ur»- 
der the municipal act to grant. 

The section, (sub-efause 123 of the 
general powers clause), simply says 
that municipalities may provide for 
licensing bartenders and for prohib¬ 
iting the employment of unlicensed 
bartenders in any licensed hotel." 

The city solicitor advised the com¬ 
mittee that It could only license. It 
could not regulate the occupation. The 
bartenders must approach the attor¬ 
ney-general on the question of regula¬ 
tion. 

The following were the suggestions 
made: That all applicants should ap¬ 
pear In person with recommendations 
from their last employers and also 
from some reputable business men, 
other than llqtio” dealers; that all ap¬ 
plicants must he of good moral char¬ 
acter, British subjects, or residents of 
the city for at least six months; that 
a competent bartender be a member of 
the committee dealing with all appli¬ 
cations for licenses; that not more 
than 125 licenses be granted until the 
population of the city increases to 
such an extent that more hotel li¬ 
censes are Issued; that no licensee ;be 
permitted to work more than eight 
hours per day and not more than six 
days per week.
